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The trends' described in this report are based on the last published 
figures for 1978 (Am.

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Fifty-four (*54) of the 71 accredited pharmacy schools in the continental 
U.S.A. reported students enrolled in graduate studies at the M*S. (54 schooU) 
or Ph.D. (46 schools) level. This represents an increase of two schools 
offering Ph.D. programs over the last reported figures in 1978, but is a 
net, decrease of one school offering graduate programs. Full- and part- 
time enrollments increased for the fourth straight year and the 2.942 
students enrolled in graduate proc^ams represent a six percent increase 
over 1978 and a five percent increase, over 1979. Figure 1 pictures these 
increases as a continuation of the trend in total graduate program enrollment 
over the last ten years. The largest change continues to be in doctoral pro- 
gram enrollments with a 12 percent increase over 1978 and ai> 1 1 percent in-, 
crease over 1979. Doctoral students now comprise 46 percent of the total 
graduate student population. The major change evident in the student 
population mix was a large increase in the proportion of , female graduate 
students. Otherwise, it is qu^ite similar to 1978. 

Full -Time Graduate Enrollments 

The number of students enrolled in full-time graduate study has increased 
from 1,850 in >978 r to' 2,028 in 1980. However, the percentage of full-time 
students has remained^ relatively constant since 1978 at between 67 and 69 
percent. The number of female students*incre"ased by 25 percent over the 1978 
figures and 15 percent over the 1979 figures. Women now represent 30 percent 
of the full-time graduate student population. The percentage of foreign 
students has remained constant at 29 percent for the last .three years. Sub- 
stantial percentage gains continue to be recorded for full-time minority students 
with a 16 percent increase since 1978.- However, the percentage of afl full-time 
graduate students Represented by minority students has slipped from*a high of 
6.1 percent in 1979 to 5.8 percent in 1980. The numeric increase iQ minority 
students break's down as follows: six additional Blacks, two additional Hispanics 
a'nd three additional Asian-Americans since 1978. These figures are detailed in 
Tables I through IV.

The various academic disciplines ape described in Figure 2; .Pharmacy 
and Pharmaceutical Chemistry have the, largest fuTl-time student enrollments 
with 30 percent each $f the^tfttalr "Pharmacol Qgy enrolls 21 percent of the 
total and Hospital Pharmacy, Pharmacy Administration and Pharmacognosy 
account for eight, six, and f i>je percent of ^he^totSl respectively* These % * 
relative proportions of the total, full-time enrollment accounted for by each 
discipline have not changed notably since 1978/ See Tables I and III for detail §• 

The previous degree characteristics of full-time students are displayed 
in Table VII. The percentage with previous pharmao^ degrees has gradually 
decline4 from 58 percent in 19^8 to 56 percent in. 198Q. As one might expect, 
in 1980 a larger number of M.S. students* (64 percent) have a previous pharmacy 
degree than Ph.D. students (51 percent). These figures for Ph.D. students 
* break down .as follows: 14 percent received their degree from the same in- 
stitution that they are now attending, 19 percent received their degree 
ffom another pharmacy school in the, U.S.A.; and 18 percent received' a 
pharmacy degree from a foreign institution, - For,the M.S. students, these

M.S. Enrollments ^ ' ' • . 

A' total of 1,597 students were enrolled on a full- or part-time basis 
in M.S. programs offered by 54 schools and colleges of pharmacy. This repre- 
sents a net increase of onVl5 students, from <the 11978 figures. The *835 full- 
time students reflect a seven percent ,*ncrease-ov€ r 1978, but a one percent 
decrease from 1979.. The 762 part-timeLstudents aye an increase of three per- 
cent over 1979 but. a five percent decrease .since (978. The net result -has" 
been a very small increase, of one percent. With in. t he group of full-time " 
students there have been some interesting changes in the ratio of males to 
females. * -Since ,1978 there has been a three percent decrease in the number 
of males and a 27 percent increase in^the number tff females. .This results 
in the 1980 enrol lmenf beihg 63. perce'nt male and 37 percent female as -opposed ', 
to 68 percent and 32 percent respectively in 1978. There has also been a net / 
decrease in the number pf minority stucle/its enrolled in M.S. programs on a 
fulTTtime basis. "However, this was entirely, accounted for by a decrease of • 
five/ Asian-Americans. . Theresultis that minorities continue to represent a 
•very snjall percental of the total full-time M.S. student population (5.7 
percent).

The school with - the largest enrollment of ^jll-time M.S. student is 
Arizona (48) in 1 980j ir} contrast to Houston (42). in 1979 and Purdue (54) 
in..T978<. The schools with the largest enrollment in each discipline are 
as follows:.

Purdue and Temple; Pharmacognosy (4)'- Illinois; Pharmacology (31)\-

Ph.D: Enrollments -• , - 

The 46 schools offering doctoral programs erfrolled a-totaTof 1,193 
students in the Fall of 1980. This is an 11 percent increase over both 1978 
and 1979, which reflects both general increases withi/i schools and the addition 
of two schools offering Ph.D. programs. Women made substantial gains in en- 
rollment with a 23 percent increase over the figures for both 1978 and 1979. 
This resulted in a net increase of three percent in the number of full-time 
female Ph.D. students to 26 percent. There was also a "net increase in the 
number of full-time minority students in these programs with five additional' 
Blacks, eight additional Hispanics and seven additional Asian-Americans since 
1978. However, due to a sizeable increase in. the total enrollment of Ph.D. 
programs, -the percentage of minority students rose only slightly from 4.7 
percent in 1978 to 5.9 percent in 1980. The number of foreign students in ' 
thes-e programs retnai nestable at 28 percent since 1-978. Mope specific in- 
formation on these fuTT-time Ph,.D. students if found in Tables III and IV; 



Purdue Universi-ty continues to' have the largest enrollment with 111 
doctoral students as it had in 1978 and 1979. The schools with the largest . 
enrollments' in 'the disciplines are as follows: Pharmacy (36) - Purdue; Pharma- 
ceutical Chemistry (55) - Purdue; Pharmacognosy (11)- Illinois; Pharmacology 
(19) - Ohio State; and Pharmacy Administration (16) - Minnesota. The disciplines • 



It is often advantageous for a graduate student to take residency in the 
state in which he or she is" pursuing graduate study; therefore, schools are *> 
occasionally unable 'to provide the true state*of origin of these students. v - 
The reader is cautioned to consid'er this fact "when studying the tables related 
to the geographic origin of graduate students. However, some general observa- • 
tions on the mix of student's studying in graduate programs can be made. The> 
percentage of full-time students who claim to be 'attending school, in their state 
of residence is 43 percent in 1980. The percentage of students attending a 
school out of their state of residence is 28 percent, and there are 29 percent / 
foreign students. All these figures have remained fairly stable over the last 
several years. The largest- number of foreign students continue to come from 
Taiwan (172), India (87) and Hong Kong. (35). These countries have also been 
the largest sources of foreign>,graduate students since 1978. ' Besides these 
three countries, 56 other countries are represented by full-time students in M.S. 
and Ph.D. programs; a decrease of two countries from 1978. The details con- 
cerning the geographic distribution of all full-time graduate students may be 
found in Tables VIII, IX, X, and XI. • . ,\ 



A total' of 914 students were. enrolled in pcirt-time graduate study in the Fall 
of 1980. This represents an increase 6f . four percent from 1979 but a one percent 
decrease /from £he 1978 part-time enrollment. , However, these, figures result from 
different patterns at the M.S. and Ph.D. levels. .Part-time Ph.D. student enroll- 
ment increased by by 19 percent over 1978 and 15 percent over 1979. In contrast, 
part-time. M.S. student enrollment decreased by five percent from 1978, though it 
was up by three percent over the 1979 figures. In interpreting these figures, 
it is important to remember that part-time students represent 47 percent „ of the 
M.S. enrollment and only^ 11 percent of the Ph.D. enrollment. 

The previous degree characteri's'ttcs of part-time students have changed to 
a small degree -over the last three years. The 'percentage having a previous 
pharmacy degree from the same school has remained essentially the same at 32 
percent. However the number holding a previous pharmacy degree from either t% 
another U.S:A. pharmacy school or a foreign school' has decreased by five per- 
cent (from 3-7 percent in 1978 to 32 percent in 1980). At the same- , time' the 
percentage of part-time students without a previous pharmacy degree has risen 
from 30 percent in<1978 to 36 percent in 1980, Table VII details these fig- 
ures. '- *

Part-Time Graduate Enrollments 
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The schools with the largest part-time enrollments were Northeaster.!] , 
with 213 M.S. students, St. Johns with 150 Ph.D. and 58 M.S. students and 
Schwartz with 118 M.S. students. 'Enrollments by discipline also exhibited 
some slight changes. From)1978 to 1980 "Pharmacy decreased by three percent 
to 28 percent; Pharmaceutical Chemistry decreased by two percent to 14 per- • 
cent; Pharmacy Administration decreased by seven percent to nine percent; 
while Pharmacology increasedby two percent to 23 percent and Hospital 
Pharmacy increased by six percent to 22 percent. The details of these 
distributions by school are given in Tables V and VI. [ 

Financial Support Program , ' > 

Table XII presents the data on the various service and non-service 
financial support programs available to graduate students in the Fall of f 
1980. The total number of awards has increased by 27^ since 1978 and the 
average -value of those awards has 'increased as well, h total of 569 non- 
'service and 1 ,608 service stipends were awarded. 

Comparing the 1978 and 1980 data reveals that there has been a slight in- \ 
crease in the percentage of full-time Ph.D. students awarded stipends from 86 ' 
percent in 1978 to 89 percent in 1980. For all other categories of graduates 
the* percentage of students with financial support has decreased. Part-time Ph.D. 
student support dropped by five .percent to 14 percent; full-time M.S* 'student ' 
support dropped by eight percent to 65 percent; and part-time .M.S." student * 
support dropped from six to five percent. It should also ber notedthat ten 
schools hatfe stipends available for minority students, which reflects a de-* * 
crease of\one school from 1978. The -specific information on financial support 
for graduate students is given in Table XlT. , ' * , 

General Remarks 

The trend since 1978 in graduate education has been one of enlarging 1 
doctoral programs. Most of the growth since 1978 can be accounted for by in- 
creases in the number of fuH- ^and .part-time Rh.b. students. Furthermore 
a large proportion of this increase-. has* been due to the increase in the number 
of worrien "enrolled in doctoral programs. Enrollments in M,S.* programs have 
been falling off sinCe .1978, aTid the largest decrease has been in part-time 
M.S. students. The enrollments for minority students has remained essentially 
the same, and as a consequence, there has been a slight percentage decrease. 
One toight speculate that the increase in doctor^ program enrollment may be 
related to the increase in financial' support, since the availability of stipends * 
.would seem to make doctoral studies more attractive.' Regardless' of the ex- 
planation, these enrollment figures provide evidence of the good health and 
vitality of graduate education in schools of pharmacy. *
